Senator Sherman has at last come to the defense of the'aet demon- 


etizing silver, and has an article in the Cincinnati Post of t' e 23d ult, 
in which he attempts to >how that the part of the act demonetizing sil- 
ver was not only generally known, but widely discussed.

on the'third day reading, Friday, January 17th, 1893. On that day 
Senator Sherman, in charge of the bill, said: "I rise for the purpose 
of moving that the senate proceed to the consideration'of the mint bill. 
I WII/L STATE THAT THIS BILL WILL *OT PROBABLY CONSUME MOKE 
TIME THAN THE TIME CONSUMED IN READING IT." 


The bill was approved and became a law February 12th, 1873.

Just ONE DAY before this, viz: Thursday, January 16,1873, 


' Senator Sherman, in a speech on the resumption of specie payments, 
advocated a double standard in the following emphatic manner: 


"If one fact is proven by the experience of mankind, it is that gold 


and silver are the best standards of value. They have been so recog- 
nized by every nation from the earliest period of recorded time. How- 
ever much nations may differ in religion, habits, productions or climate, 
they have not differed, in the primary axiom of exchange and barter. 
Experiments have been tried with other standards from the iron of 
Lycurgus to the finest bank note engraving of modern limes, but all 
have resulted in the conviction that gold and silver is the only true 


^ standard."—Congressional Globe, 42d Congress, 3d Session, p. 630.

;vasive on. the subject of trusts, syndi- 
cates and combinations, and doesn't 
even seem to know that such things 
exist. Ilis silence in regard to them

nbsolute ownership 
of him. If Mc- 


Kinley should be elected, every trust 
nnd syndicate and ring and combina- 
tion in restraint of trade iirnll the land

ihe expense of the people, and they 
rvould not be slow in going, either. 


Tn striking contrast of this position 


of entire subserviency to those special 
interests that need the strong curb of 
Ihe law was Mr. Bryan's severe de- 
nunciation of the. trusts in his recent 
speech in Tammany hall. Mr. Bryan 
hcgan his remarks with a reference to 
the charge recently made in a speech 
by 
ex-President 
Harrison 
that the 


:lemocratic national platform is a men- 
ace to Ihe government, and followed 
that with his denunciation of 
tho 


trusts. He said: 


"My friends. I call yonr attention fo tho 


r»ot that El-President Harrison assorts 
that our platform places the government 
In danger. If that were true, -we mlffht 
«-ell turn from the discussion of any oth«r 
[[ucstion to consider therein it menaces 
the continuation of constitutional govern- 
ment, and there is nothing in tho Chicago 
platform that menaces constitutional gov- 
ernment. There is nothing In the Chicago 
platform that would make the cxccntivc 
of the United States feebln tn enforcing all 
the laws of the nation or feeble in defend- 
ing tho constitution of the nation; and 
there is nothing in that platform that as- 
sails the Integrity or questions the honesty 
of the snpreme court of the United States 
or of any ono state. (Applause.) 


"I challenge you to read that platform 


ami find in that platform a single sen- 
tence that justifies the language used by 
the ex-president. 


"Our 
criticism of the supreme court Is 


not as severe as the criticism and the plat- 
form upon which Abraham Lincoln -was 
elected in 1SGO. The lanprua&e that I have 
used in regard to the supreme court has 
not been as severe as the language used 
by Abraham Lincoln, both before his elec- 
tion and after his election' to tho presi- 
dency. 
[Applause.] There is nothing in 


our platform concerning the. invasion of 
the state by federal troops; that appears 
In force and is emphasized In the platform 
of 1SCO upon whfch 11 r. Mncoln was elect- 
ed. There 13 nothing that has been, said 
In the platform or by Its candidate that 
justifies the charge that tho democratic 
party is assailing constitutional govern- 
ment or Interfering with the preservation 
of law end order. [Applause.] 


"I shall go further than that. If Mr. 


Harrison TFixnts to r.iise the question of tho 
survival of our government, I am willing to 
meet him on that proposition. (Applause.) 


"My friends, in xo far as the republicans 


and former democrats [hisses! have crit- 
icised my election as a menace to law and 
order, I want to say to you that their fear 
is not that as an executive I will he lax' 
in the enforcement of law: their fear is 
that .as an executive I would itiot respect 
persons. 
[Applause.] 


'•^Vho Is it that. Is so afraid the law will 


not 
be 
enforced'.' 
(Cries of "Ilanna!" 


"Hanna!" and applause.) Those who are 
most fearful that there will be a lax en- 
forcement of the law are the very persons 
who would Buffer most if the iiiws wero 
enforced. 
(Applause.) 


"Those persons who are afraid that law 


will be violated with impunity are tho 
ones who have violated the law with im- 
punity. 


"If .Mr. Harrison wants to raise the ques- 


tion of the survival of our institutions, I 
will tell him that tho great trusts of this 
country that are supporting the republican 
tl«-ki-t arc the greatest menace to our gov- 
ernment.
